' (By Lord Beaverbrook). 


“The Banners of Britain are 
‘trailing in the mire. 

“The group of men in. this coun- 
try who have been directing our 
financial policy in the past have 
been wrong, wrong, wrong!” ‘writes 

. Lord Beaverbrook in the Sunday 
Expreas of December 11. 

They were wrong when the 
American, debt — settlement was 
“made. 

They were wrong about the re- 
turn to the yold standard. 

‘They are wrong again now ship- 
ping our gold to the Americans in 
payment of the debt instalment 
which is due on Thursday. 

But the highest pitch of folly is 
this decision by the Ministers not to 
ask payment from France and Italy 
of their debts to us. 

_* Squandermania. 

Will no one -atand ‘for Britain? 
Must we:as a nation go on .squan- 
‘dering our assets because these 
Ministers have no courage? 

It is a preposterous and intoler- 
able situation, 

What is the toll of folly of these 
successive Baldwin and MacDonald 
Ministries? We never can be 
quite certain which of these men 
wields the power, In any case, it 
is a-matter of indifference. The 
deeds ‘are the same, no matter 
whose the hands that-do them 
Their cost to us asa mations is past 
calctlating. ° 

But their Inst outrage is their 
greatest. They’ have deliberately 
excused France from paying us 

‘ the debt instalment she pwes.us, 
although France has gold reserves 
amounting to about £938 millions 
sterling at three doHars to the 

‘pound, 

And this at a time when, accord- 
ing to thelr own Nate, our gold 
reserve is “widely regarded as no 
more than sufficient for the respou- 
‘sibilities of London as a financial 
centre”? 

They are not morally right, and 


they know it, though some of them, 


would like ‘to give the impressive 
that they are. Morally.their posi- 
tion isin no way siperofr to mine. 

They say, “We'll pay this tims, 
but not again.” In other words, 
they give six ‘months’. notice of

We are not far from the day 
when inability to pay—sheer lack 
of cash—wil! compel us to produce 
our own food at home and to find 
our: raw materials within the 
Empire, 

For three years I] have'‘been ad- 
vocating the pressing neceysity for 
pursuing this- policy. For ten 
years I have been condemning the 
American debt settloment and the 
gold standard, And all this time 
I have been ridiculed and abused 
by these public men. Give me aj 
hearing now. 

The American debt instalment is 
a secondary issuc compared with 
the grave riddle of bread. 

The United States must come to 
recognise the position. She is de- 
pendent upon us.. However reluc- 
tant her people and their legisla- 
tors may be to do so, the pressure 
of inexorable economie facts will 
force a change of attitude. 

There are most compelling 
reasons, which can be quickly dis 
closed. The United States muat 
sell to us certain raw materials 
which cannot be utilised by them. 
Some of her essential raw 
materials hnve no outlet for a 
great proportion -of their surplus 
production~but this country. 

According to figures given in an 
American book, “War Debts and 
World’ Prosperity,” by Harold G. 
Moulton and Leo Pasvolsky, their 
cotton export market represents 54 
per cent, of production, tobacco: 41 
per cent., copper 36 per cent., and 
kerosene 34 per cent. 

Peril To U.S. 

These , producers of raw, 
materials, and many. others in the 
United States, would be completely 
disorganised if:tuoy lost their mar- 
ket in this country. They would 
be brought: to ruin. That'is an 
argument which the Americans 
must listen to now or later. 

As for us, we must do everything 
we can to sustain Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, if c-is really against 
the, payment of this debt. 

T am told he is,” But I know 
nothing about it. My information 
may not be correct. 

If it is true, I suppose he is not 
unwilling to say so. Bonar Law 
did not hesitate to say he was
